TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE’ 
(iS) 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of North Hampton 
in the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said North Hampton on Tuesday, the Ninth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. « 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. To see what action the town will take regarding the 
accepting of State Aid for the completion of Mill Road, 
and appropriate money for the same. 


4. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
Class V Roads and appropriate money for the same, pro- 
vided State Aid for Mill Road is not accepted. 


5. To see what action the Town will take regarding the 
appropriation and raising the sum of $7,000 for the pur- 
chase of a new fire truck and equipment. 


6. To see what action the Town will take regarding 
giving the Selectmen the power to issue bonds for the sum 
necessary to cover the above appropriation; said bonds to 
be amortized over a period of six years from date of issue. 


7. To raise and appropriate for the issuance and dis- 
tribution of printed matter calling attention to the resources 
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and natural advantages of the town, in cooperation with 
other towns in the Seacoast Regional Development Asso- 
ciation, the sum of $168.90. 

8. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
reopening and maintaining under supervision old town pit 
dump now owned by Clinton B. Norton and appropriate 
$100 to support a caretaker, buy and truck gravel to cover 
dumpage. 

9. To see if Town will vote to widen Cherry and North 
Roads right away so two cars may meet safely and appro- 
priate money for same. 

10. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
hiring Mr. Ireland for another year as Janitor of the Town 
Buildings and appropriate money for the same. 

11. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
painting the town buildings and appropriate money for the 
same. 

12. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
the installing of a street light between the residence of Mrs. 
Perry Richards and the Lafayette Road, and appropriate 
money for the same. 

13. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


During the past year the additions to the library total 
exactly 200 volumes, classified as follows: Adult fiction, 
116; juvenile fiction, 38; adult non-fiction, 42, and juvenile 
non-fiction, 4. In addition we have purchased the Colum- , 
bia Encyclopedia, the need for which has been long felt. 

There has been a substantial increase in circulation and 
the weekly issues now average about 195 volumes, In addi- 
tion to the periodicals which have been provided for the 
past few years, Mrs. Mary Folsom has furnished the 
library with “Fortune,” and “Home Garden,” and another 
friend of the library has given the “National Geographic.” 
Substantial gifts of books have been made by the T. N. T. 
Club and the Parent Teacher’s Association. 

The children are showing a great interest in the juvenile 
books and efforts will be made to devote a substantial 
proportion of our book budget toward providing for their 
needs. 

The drainage of the library basement which has been a 
troublesome problem for many years has been solved, as we 
hope, by the building of a sump pit in the cellar and the 
installation of an automatic electric pump. 

Mrs. Margaret B. Seavey has been appointed as our 
librarian and has given faithful and efficient service. 

The total number of volumes in the library is about 
3,670; classified as follows: adult fiction, 1,775; juvenile 
fiction, 363; adult non-fiction, 1,275; juvenile non-fiction, 
82, and reference books, 175. 

We have exceeded our budget appropriation by $60.61, 
chiefly on account of installing the electric pump, which 
Was an emergency expense, and an unexpected increase of 
$47.12 in the cost of janitor service.

Expenditure of the Fire Department will be found under 
Selectmen’s Report, and Receipts under Treasurer’s Report. 


It seems as though at this time we should review the 
condition of our fire equipment, and make plans for the 
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future building up of the department, until it reaches a 
point where it will more adequately protect property within 
the town. In all probability the average townsman does 
not know of the present condition of our fire department, 
nor the possibilities it has for development. 


We have at the present time the following equipment: 


1. One Dodge Graham Truck purchased in 1925 at an 
approximate cost of $5100.00. This fire truck is known 
as and used as a triple combination engine, viz: hose wagon, 
booster pump (which are converted chemical tanks) and a 
pumper. 


2. We have at the present time approximately 1200 feet 
of hose, 750 feet of 2% inch and 450 feet of 1% inch. 


3. Seven Indian pumps for forest fire work, three of 
these pumps were replaced this year with new tanks still 
using the old pumps taken from tanks that had rusted out. 


4. This comprises our total equipment except for sev- 
eral old style acid and soda extinguishers which cannot be 
used today as we have no method for transporting them. 
These extinguishers, however, are to be placed in places 
of advantage throughout the town, and will be charged 
annually by the department. 


The condition of our equipment is such that it will not 
be long before it will have to be replaced. Repairs involv- 
ing a large expenditure of money on our old truck seem 
inadvisable, according to advice received from men quali- 
fied to judge, due to the age and wrong fundamental con- 
struction of the truck. 

In the first place the Dodge Truck was not designed 
primarily for the fire engine work. Any engine and trans- 
mission used in pleasure cars is not constructed right for 
fire engine work and cannot stand up long under the work 
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demanded of it in driving a water pump of the capacity 
of the pump in our present truck. 

The pump itself of necessity is worn badly and has lost 
considerable of its efficiency. It would cost $200.00 or 
more to resurface this pump and to replace worn gears. 
This would put the pump in first class shape, but we would 
still have a motor which is badly worn, and the power 
plant is two-thirds of any fire engine. In fact the engine 
in our truck was a reconditioned engine when we pur- 
chased it, and no one knows the actual mileage it has been. 
A built up truck can be purchased cheap but it does not 
pay in the long run. . 

The hose we have is not enough for adequate protection. 
One-third of it will be twelve years old this year and the 
average life of fire hose is ten years. Fire hose should be 
purchased from time to time so that it always can be 
relied upon. 


PROPOSAL OF THE DEPARTMENT 


1. The department recommends that the town purchase 
apparatus and equipment to put the department in first 
class shape. From the best advice obtainable the best 
course to take would be as follows: 


To purchase a good triple combination pumper with a 
capacity of five hundred gallons. A good pumper pur- 
chased from a major fire equipment company would cost 
around $6,000. Pumpers can be bought from $3,800.00 
to $4,000.00 but it seems a waste of money to buy some 
built up job that cannot be completely guaranteed by any 
one manufacturer. ~A good fire truck will last twenty years 
under ordinary care. Many towns and cities have trucks 
twenty years old but they were good ones when purchased 
and not some makeshift affair. 
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2. The department further proposes that the town pur- 
chase an additional 1000 to 1200 feet of new hose to equip 
a new truck, and that the annual budget be large enough 
to enable the department to purchase new hose and small 
equipment when it is worn out. The town needs 2000 to 
3000 feet of hose to reach some of the available water 
supplies. 

3. Minor repairs will be made on the old truck so that 
we can have the use of it as a hose wagon and booster 
pump for brush fires. This truck would probably last quite 
a few years if it was relieved of some of the strain de- 
manded when pumping through a long line of hose. 


4. By the issuing of bonds to be paid off over a period 
of years the tax rate would not be materially higher for 
any one year, and at the same time the town would have 
the benefit of the added protection. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank members of the 
department and the townspeople for the co-operation they 
have given the fire department throughout the past year. 
Many members of the department have given much of 
their time and labor in working on the fire equipment and 
fire house, and they certainly will appreciate any help that 
the townspeople can give.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


THE REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I herewith submit to you my seventh report as super- 
intendent of your schools, 

The North Hampton Schools opened on September 9, 
1936, with a total enrollment of seventy-eight, an increase 
of three pupils over the Fall registration of 1935. The 
increase was caused by a larger enrollment in the Little 
River school which registered thirteen pupils. 

Three new teachers are in charge of the work this year. 
Miss Swinnerton, who has served so acceptably as Principal 
of the Centre School, resigned at the end of last year to 
take advance work in the Plymouth Normal School. 
She was: succeeded by Mr. Newell Paire, a graduate in 
the four year course of the Keene Normal School in June 
1936. We believe it is particularly advantageous for our 
boys, both those going to high school and those whose 
school life will close with our local schools, that they should 
come into contact with a man teacher in North Hampton. 
Mr. Paire is developing into a successful teacher and we 
predict for him an outstanding career in his chosen pro- 
fession. Miss Schurman, in charge of the middle grade 
room, is a teacher of successful experience in those grades. 
The scholarship of her room is tested by the same standard- 
ized examination as in former years with results guaran- 
teeing the completion of a year’s work by June 1937. 

Mr. George Wilson is the Music Supervisor for the cur- 
rent year. Without taking an undue amount of time from 
other school subjects, he has awakened the pupils not only 
to an appreciation of melody but to an interest in the read- 
ing and interpretation of music. His own enthusiasm 1s 
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clearly evidenced by the eagerness of the children to give 
their best in response to his endeavors. The operetta, 
presented in January by the pupils of the school, bears wit- 
ness to the high standards we expect from his work.

Your school is a busy workshop with all—teachers and 
pupils—working in harmony and mutual confidence toward 
the completion of a standard year’s work. 

This year, we are devoting special attention to the teach- 
ing of Spelling. Two definite steps have been taken toward 
increased efficiency in this skill. Samples of seventeen dif- 
ferent and modern spelling texts were obtained and sub- 
mitted to the teachers of this Supervisory Union for their 
comments and criticisms. It was the opinion of a large 
majority that for interest, teachability, and skillful applica- 
tion of the words studied, the Modern Life Spellers were 
the best. These have therefore been ordered for all grades 
in North Hampton. Another approach to the same problem 
is to be made in that all papers written by pupils in any 
subject must be correct as to spelling before credit for the 
work will be given. 

The report card is, in many cases, the only point of con- 
tact between the school and the home. It can, at best, give 
the parent but a meager idea of the child’s relationship to 
his school—his work, his play, his contacts with other 
pupils, his ever changing attitudes and habits. As an at- 
tempt to bring the parent and school closer together I am 
recommending the adoption of a new report card. This 
card should include, in addition to the numerical marks, an 
analysis of the pupil’s difficulties, his special interests and 
abilities as well as his personal and social characteristics. 

Would it not be well for North Hampton to consider the 
employing of a supervisor in Drawing? Such a supervisor, 
if engaged in conjunction with other towns, would be rela- 
tively inexpensive and would assist greatly in bringing to 
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our children the advantages enjoyed by pupils in the larger 
towns and cities. While drawing is not considered one of 
the fundamentals of education, the returns in terms of 
pleasure, powers of critical observation and self-expression 
would be well worth the cost. 

North Hampton is doing a perfectly satisfactory work in 
teaching the children mental skills and attitudes. Is it not 
time to attempt training in manual skills? The Center School 
has room for the establishment of a course in elementary 
woodwork. This course would not only acquaint the boys 
with the simpler phases of carpentry but would impart to 
them an interest in school work that would be reflected in 
the more formalized subjects. Many a boy who finds diffi- 
culty with his mathematics or geography or history would 
do well in such a course and on occasion might find much 
of real worth to him. Something could also be done for 
the girls through an elementary cooking or sewing course. 
Education in a democracy must not be along a narrow path 
if the nation is to hold its place with other highly educated 
peoples. 

The customary statistics follow. They are of value in 
showing the school opportunity offered by the school dis- 
trict and the degree to which the children took advantage 
of that opportunity. 

For your continued help to me, as a board, I wish to 
express my appreciation. I believe North Hampton has 
schools of which its people are proud.
